Editor Constitution—The evil effects of our 
present administration with its high protective 
tariff continue to multiply. Many if not all 
of the trusts which are now throttling the 
country are a direct result of this protective 
policy, which amounts in many instances to 
the complete cutting off of foreign competition 
and leads to the growth of gigantic monopolies.

At a meeting of the Florists convention, at De- 
troit, this summer, while discussing this ques- 
tion, one gentleman said that he voted for pro- 
tection, but not to be taxed 140 per cent, which 
was what the window glass trust was now 
taxing him, and he blamed himself for it by 
having voted in the past in such a way that 
he, with others, had made it possible to shut 
out European glass; which was really the true 
state of affairs. It makes one smile to hear 
republican newsprpers talking against trusts, 
when they themselves are principally responsi- 
ble for their existence. Even our neighbors tin 
Canada can buy excellent glass from England, 
and after paying the 20 per cent duty, it 
cots them less than we have to pay for the 
domestic article. Fortunately I shall not 
have to buy much glass this year, but I was 
perfectly dumfoun:led, when confronted with 
$4 a box for &x10 glass—the size we use most 
In our hotbed sash—and the price is even higher 
for the larger sizes, especially the 16x24.

In the event of hostilities In south 
Africa, the command of the British forces 
in that quarter may devolve upon Major 
General Sir Evelyn Wood. Sir Evelyn 
Wood succeeded Sir Redoers Bullers as 
adjutant general of the army last Oc- 
tober.

How important a personage 
he is may be determined by the fact that 
the duke of Connaught desired to be ad-

Cotton Crop Will Be Very Short. 

The Texts cotton crop will fall 49 per 
cent short of last vear, on aceccunt of the 
present condition of affairs, and if the 
Orovght continues for another ten days 
the shertage will be added to another 10 
per cent. 

Not in years has the Texas eotton crop 
suffered so heavily from drought. The 
piants are literally burning up in the fields 
and the heavy loss is felt all over the 
state. The damage to the crop by the 
fiood in the Brazos hottom in July, “ hica 
it was estimated at the time would effect 
the crop at least 15 per cent, 
nothing to the damage attendant upon the 
drought in every section. According to 
official reports reaching the state agricul- 
tural department here, the loss will be 
fully 40 per cent and general in its 
area, not being limited to any one section 
of the state. From carefully compiled 
estimates it ts figured cut that the. 
along the coast country will be 29 per 
cent, as compared to last vear. In east 
Texas 40 per cent, in Central Texas 42 per 
gent, in north Texas 45 per cent, in south. 
west Texas 27 per cent. 

The conditions in the cotton beit, 
stead of growing better in the past few 
weeks, have grown steadily worse, until 
now the damage almost irreparable.

TRANSPORT IS ALLOWED TO 
SAIL FROM HONG KONG. 


No Further Complications Are Liable 
To Occur Over the 
Matter. 


Washineton, September 14.—Clearance 
papers have been allowed the Tartar at 
liong Kong. It is expected that she will 
proceed the United States at once. 
The information that clearance had beer 
allowed came in a dispatch to Adjutant 
General Corbin this morning from Colonel 
Metcalfe, commanding the Twentieth 
Kansas and the troops aboard the trans- 
port. Another dispatch from Colonel Met- 
calfe, in reply to one sent’ yesterday, 
states that the Tartar was no more over- 
crowded “and that the feed was as good 
as on other transports leaving Mania. 
He said that the trouble arose among 
the discharged regular soldiers who were 
returning home on board the ship. 

The incident is now regarded as closed. 
it jis learned at the state department 
that the representations made to Mr. 
Chcate, our ambassador at London, on 
this subject were not in the nature of a 
protest. ‘The authorities here had con- 
Vinced themselves that they had no right 
to claim exemption for the Tartar from 
the operation of British law in a British 
port, because the nationality of the ship 
had not been changed to American by 
the mere fact that she had been char- 
for a certain specific duty by our 
Officers. But the basis of the application 
to the British government was the fact 
that the ship had been altered in her 
arrangements since her original

FILIPINOS CAPTURE 
STEAMER SATURNUS 


Passengers, Crew, and Cargo Are Seized 
by the Insurgents.

THE VESSEL WAS DESTROYED 


On Board the Boat Was Forty Thou- 
sand Dollars in Cash. 


UNITED STATES GUNBOAT ATTEMPTS RESCUE 


Sympathizers with the Rebels Are 
Supposed To Have Been on 
the Vessel. 


Washington, Saptember 14.—A_ report 
has beer received by mail at the war 
department giving an account of the cap- 
ture and destruction of the steamer Sa- 
turnus. which carried $40,000 in cash and 
a valuable cargo. The report follows: 

“The United States cunboat Pampanga 
arrived here yesterday morning, bringing 
news of the cepture of the steamer Sa- 
turnus, belonging to the Compania Mar'- 
tima., 

“The facts. as gathered from those who 
know, are as fo'lows: 

“The Saturnus sailed from Manila on 
the morning of July 30th for San Fer- 
nando de La Union, on the north side 


| of the gulf of Lingayan, Cavayan, Curri- 


mao and Aparri, all of which are north- 
ern ports. It is supposed the vessel ar- 
rived off San Fernando on the $list ult. 

“When discovered by the gunboat Pam- 
panga she was lying with her nose buricd 
in the sand off the shore south of the 
city of San Fernando. Both anchors were 
out and smoke which hovered closely over 
the vessel showed her to be on fire

The boat's crew then attempted to raise 
the anchors, but failing in this, they cut

“The Pampanga then abandoned the

ordered to Manila to report the affair, 
while the Concord remained to attend to 
the rebels and the wreck. When the gun- 
boat left the scene, the Mames on the 
had enveloped the vessei and 
was doomed.

Antonio Aracucea and had two ofmecers, 
three engineers and a crew of thirty-six 
natives.

The cargo 
of the vessel consisted of 880 cases of 
demijohns of wine, 143 barrels of wine, 
80 sacks of rice, 10 cases of linen cloth, 
7 cases of money containing $40,000 In 
cash and 1,946 packages and bales of 
various kinds.
